— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. SRO 303, dated 11th August, 1964, the Presi-

S.R.O. 27—- The following bye-laws for regulating the registration of private 
sweepers and use of approved types of buckets/wheel barrows of galvanised 
iron for removal of night-soil from private houses in Ferozepore Cantonment 
made by the Cantonment Board in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (28) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 ot 
11)24), are published for information, the same having been previously published, 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section 
(I) of section 284 of the said Act, namely:— 

Bye-laws for regulating the registration of private sweepers and use of ap- 
proved type of buckets/wheel barrows of galvanised iron for removal of night- 
soil from private houses in Ferozepore Cantonment. 

BY-LAWS 

1- In these bye-laws; — 

(a) “house” means any place used as a human residence, whether per- 

manently or temporarily; 

(b) "sweeper" means any sweeper whether male or female above the age 

of 18 years- 

2- No sweeper less than the age of 13 years shall remove night-soil from 
any house within the limits of Cantonment Board, Ferozepore. 

3- Every sweeper should get his name registered in the Cantonment Board 
Office from the Cantonment Executive Officer, Ferozepore. 

4. Application for registration, shall be made by the sweeper in Form ‘A’ 
appended to these bye-laws and obtainable free of charge, from the Cantonment 
Executive Officer, Ferozepore. 

5- A registration Card in Form ‘B’ appended to these bye-laws shall be issued 
by the Cantonment Executive Officer, free of charge, to every sweeper applying 
for registration and shall bear the registered number of the sweeper to whom it 
is issued. 

fl Every sweeper so registered shall provide himself with a galvanised iron 
bucket of a typo prescribed by the Cantonment Executive Officer. On this bucket 
he shall have painted in Red Figures 2" high and 1/4” thick, his registered num- 
ber and the said number shall also be embossed on that bucket. 

7. All night-soil removed by a sweeper from any house shall be removed by 
him in the galvanised iron bucket, referred to in bye-law 6 without mixing it with 
rubbish/house or kitchen waste or any other solid material and carried to one 
of the places fixed by the Cantonment Board for its collection and shall r.ot be 
deposited at, or transferred to, any other place. 

ft No registered sweeper shall allow any other sweeper to work with the 
bucket bearing his registered number 

9 The registered sweeper shall keep the bucket clean, washed and in good 
condition to avoid leakage. While using the bucket, the sweeper shall not fill 
the bucket more than 3 /4th of its capacity to avoid over-flow or splashing or in 
a manner likely to cause the contents (night-soil) to spill or prevent the lid from 
fitting close. 

10- Any person who commits a breach of these bye-laws, shall, on conviction 
by a Magistrate, be punishable with a fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees and if the breach is a continuing breach with an additional fine which 
may extend to ten rupees for every day during which such contravention con- 
tinues after conviction for the first such contravention.
